The epidemic hulk 2ygeia, 
although moored very safely, had a rather 
livaly time of it, backing and rounding, 
and having a series of gyrating movements, 
with no evil result to horsalf or noigh- 
bours. The matshed at the ond of tho 
Chins Merchants Wharf, which was uaod 
during the Plague, has collapsed; and, 
referring to matshede, it may here 
be added that the Boat-House is & 
wreck. The old dredger which does work 
for the Reclamation or P. W. D. aank ia 
abont ton fect of water near Victoria 
Wharf before sha could get up steam, 
The P. & O. lighters are missing—either 
in shelter or in trouble. The Esmeralda, 
which lies near Peddar's Wharf, had o 
the 
Reelamation piles, but she got up steam 
just iz time to move into midstranm. All 
the vessela moved away from tha Kowloon 
Wharves, and the Ancona drifted, but soon 
was in a position to steam round to Stone- 
cutters. 

Early in tha day the waler wa breaking 
heavily on the Praya roadway, and by 
noon many patts of the verandah walks 


narrow oscapo of drifting on to 


and roadway were covered with a layer of 
sand and rabble some inches in depth. 
This blocked the drain inlets, and parts 
of the businesa side of the roadway were 
ankle deep with water. No appreciable 
damage wee vinible Kast of Peddar’a Wharf. 
Both the wharf aataheds were damaged, 
but the poles stood. 


The market sheds along the Praya Wall 
have been badly knocket about, the floor. 
inga burat up, and roofs broken. From 
these sheds onward the Praya is littered 
with boat and junk wreckage. One hage 
pole-mast seems (from the position in which 
it lies) to bave taken down the electric 
light wires in its fall, By the Osnton 
Wharf quite a pile of wreckage and broken 
boats lies heaped on and around Tok-kee’a 
launch jetty. A few waterlogged and bat- 
tered craft were rolling about in the les of 
the Steamboat Wher. A big P. and 0. 
lighter, lying off theend of the wharf, em- 
phasised the shortness of the notice given 
of the typhoon’s visit. 


Off the Harbour Office, Mr Horapoo! and 
a large force of police were at work with 
lines and a boat beot on life-saving where 
possible. A largo junk, some bOD yds. off 
the Praya, appeared to be going down. | At- 
tempts to get a line off were unguccessful 
and a boat put out from the Harbour Oifice 
jetty under Sergt. Witchell and manned by

The site of the old P. & O. wharf was.a 
mans of boats hauled up, high and dry, 
many of them in double rows in the strest 
itself, Both ends of the West Point Re- 
clamation are lined with the wrecks of 
junks and cargo-boats, many amashed up 
utterly.

IMPERIAL EDICTS. 

Peking, 24th Sept. 

The following Imperial Edict was issued 
on the 28rd instant :—. 

We are in receipt of a memorial from Li 
Hang-chang, reporting the death in the 
battle-field of a ceriain high general, aud 
recommending liberal recognition of his 
asrvices from the Throne, The general 
in question was General Teo Pau Kwai, 
who was furmerty a captain ia Ko Chau of 
Kwang Tung, und who during his long 
service in the army had frequently dis- 
tinguished himself, In the battle at Poing 
Yang, Corea, be fought vehemantly, re- 
gardiess for tho safety of his own peraon, 
and so he was seriously wounded ; bat io 
apite of this he atill directed his men in the 
batteries to fight. At last, howover, a 
bullet pierced hia breast and he died. 
He displayed, os it were, an inborn spirit 
of faithfalneas and valour, and so his death 
is rendered the more deplorable, Let hia 
services, then, be amply recognised ac- 
cording to the regulation for recognising 
the services of a commandor-in-chief who 
died in the battle-field — hia pravious faults, 
if any recorded, be altogether obliterated — 
a posthumous title be conferred on him— 
his tablet be allowad to be installed in the 
Temple of Faithfal Officers—all his morits 
gained in buttle and the circumstances in 
conocetion with his daath be chronicled in 
history, and also special temples be erected 
in his honour in all places which have wit- 
nessed hie moritorious services. As to bis 
sons, let Li Hung-chang report on the way 
to confer Imperisl benefits on them, thus 
showing the ardent desire onthe part of 
the Throne to reward and praiee all faith. 
ful and valiant officers. . 


FULLER DETAILS OF THE NAVAL 
BAITLE. 


“THE JAPANESE VERBION, 

We have received the following fuller 
report about the Naval Engagement from 
reliable Japanese sources -— 

On tho 17th instant, the Japinesa feet— 
consisting of the Matsushima, Jéskushimea, 
Hashidate, Yoshino, Naniwa; Takachtho, 
Akitsushima, Chiyoda, Hiyei, Fuso, Akagi, 
and Saikic Meru —mot, off the North-east 
coast of Hai Yang Jeland, with the Chiness 
fleet, consisting of-—Jing Yuen, Chen Yuen, 
Ching Yuen, Chih Yuen, Lat Yeien, King

FORMER WARS IN COREA. 


complotely changed that history oan furnich 
no safo moana of indicating tho probable 
result of .tho present struggle between 


China and Japan, some account of the 


farmer ware betweon tho two countries in 
Corea may not be without interest, and may 
be found to contain one or two practical 
lessons bearing on the campaign now in 
progress, The first mention jn Chinese 
history of tho Japanese interfering in the 
affaira of Corea occura in the latter part of 
the Seventh Century of our era, when the 
Tong dynasly was on the. throne of China, 
and the Empress “Wou, wifo of two 
Emperors in succession, exercised supreme 
authority, Her first husband, the Emporor 
Tuitsong, a wise and energetic Prince, had, 
in the last youra of hia Life, begun a war 
for the conquest of Corea which ho did not 
proseouta with his usnal succcea. A noble, 
named Chueu Gaisoowun, bad deposed the 
King of Corea, and set up his own autho. 
rity in hia pleco, whereupon Taitsong came 
forward as Eunperor to support the claims. 
of the rightful Prince, his vassal. A aan- 
guinary'war ensued, for in those days the 
Ooreans possessed an army, ana wore ra. 
nowned as warriors, and,. after a prdlonged 
siege of the town of Anshu, of which we 
shall probably hear again if the present war 
goes on, Taitaong was compelled to rotraat, 
with the loss of many thousanda of his best 
troops, besides being openly insulted by the 
Governor of that town,“ivyho wished him 
from its unconquered walls, ‘a pleasant 
journey back to China." This disastrous 
war waa fought in the year 644 4.p., and it 
was with the oxpresa object of rotrioving 
it that the Empress Wou began o fresh 
invasion of Corea in the post 658, a taak 
apen which she was more or less engaged 
during ten ortwelvo years. The Coreans 
made astubborn resiatanco, and called in 
theJapaneso toaid them. Thisis noteworthy 
ag being the first occasion on which theae 
islanders interfered in the affairs of the 


mainland, but their effurta proved of no ' 


avail, as their armios were defeated in ae- 
veral battlea, and a fleet of four hundred 
junks was dostroyed. In 674 Corea gave 
up the contest, and became a province of 
the Chinese Empire, a condition of things 
which endured for aitty years. On the fall 
of the powerful Targ dynasty, and on ita 
being succesded by several weak rulers, 
Corea recovered ita independence, but con- 
tinued to maintain rolations of cordiality 
with the Chinese. Proof of this was given 
on ‘geveral critical occisions in the long 
wars between tho Chimese and their 
Northern invaders. — 


THE SUBSECTION OF COREA BY THE 
MONGOLS 

waa the indirect cause of the sscond inter- 
vention of Japan in the offairs of the 
mainland. The Emperor Kublai Khan oe- 
tablished a perfect understunding between 
himerelf and the Oorean King Wangtien. 
Unfortunately, he did not listen to hia ad- 
vice when, satiated with success on the 
mainland, he resolved to carry the torror 
of the Mongol arms into Japan. He called 
upon the Corsans to provide a contingent 
force for the invasion of that country, and 
one of ten thousand men was raised, “In 
1274 the Great Mongol expedition againat 
Japan set out. It consisted of three bun- 
dred vessels and fiftean thousand men, 
chiefly Coreans, but the Japanese, - an- 
countering it off the Island of Tsiusima, 
infletod on it « crushing defeat, Tho war 
might there and then have ended, but six 
yeare later the Japanese murdered a Mon- 
gol officer sent oa a mission to their capi- 
tal. Infuriated by this outrage, Kublai 
reaclvod ta conqner Japan, and in 1281 he 
fitted out an immense expedition of une 
hundred thoosand fighting men, of whom 
thirty thousand were Mongols and tho,rest 
Coreana and Chinese, From the very ont- 
set this forco met with mishaps which sug- 
gest a comparison between it and tho 
Spanish Armada. After suffering heaty 
logees ot the hands of the Japanese feet, a 
portion of the force reached Kiusia, where, 
after some fighting, it wna compelled to 
surrender, and all the Mongol soldiers were 
executed. Kublai wished to retrieve this 
terrible disaster, the greatest that ever befell 
a Mongol fores ; but he could not indace 
any Cbiness or Qorean aoldiera to put to 
sea, and he had, therefore, to acquicace in 
his defeat. 

The evil of thie abortive Mongol invasion 
of Japan was pot confined to the immedi- 
ate ocension. It left 


4 LEGAGY OF TROUBLE 
by irritating the Japanese and ehowing 
them how easily they could, through their 
command of the aca, asaail the Obinese, 
who, it must in justica be stated, had 
nothing to do with Kublai’e mad enter- 
prise, and etrongly opposed it. Up to this 
the Japanese and Qhineso had been goed 
neighbours $ for the last six hundred years 
there has been keen rivalry and an anti- 
pathy which atill existe with unabated 
force, Owing te the frequent descents of 
tho Japaneso, the Ming rulers, who eud- 
caeded the Mongols, had to protest the 
coasts with tuwers and to organise a special 
Militia, The Coreana also took advantage 
of Kublai’a defeat to throw off the Mongol 
yoke shortly after the death of that Ruler, 
and when a Mongol Army was aent to bring 
them to raseon it waa defeated on the Yaloo 
river by Wang Jwan, who is to this day re- 
garded as the national hero of Corea. The 
Ming Rulers restored the old relations 
with that country, being content with 
the nominal tribute and sozerain righta, 
and when, ot the end of the Four- 
teenth Century, the family of Wang 
Jwau wan dispossessed of the Crown 
by the Minister Li Chungwei, whose 
deacondants atill wear it, the harmony of 
those relations continued undisturbed, 
During the whole of the Fifteenth and 
Sixteouth Centuries the relations between 
China and Japan were unsatisfactory; but 
it was not until the end of the latter that 
they became critical, and then again, as an 
instance of how history repeats itself, 
through the alleged miagovernment of 
Coren. In the year 1592, Hideyoshi or 
Feshiba, a soldier of fortune, who had 
made himself master of Japan, seized the 
importunt harbour of Fushan, and, landing 
a large army, advanced, carrying all beforo 
him to the Corean capital. The Coreana 
endeavoured to rotard the Japanoso -ad- 


yance, but in vain, and the Japanese 
exacted a terrible vengeance for this Futile 
opposition. Tho’ Coreans still speak with 
Ditternesa of the cruelty of the Japanese on 
this occasion, aud of their having de- 
secrated the burialplece of their ancient 
Kinga, In his extremity-the King fled for 
auccour to Lhe Court of China.
